CI-269, the parties are requested to brief whether the relief sought by American Electric 

Power Company (“AEP”) is lawful.

1. The Attorney General is made a party to this proceeding and shall serve 

copies of any and all documents or pleadings filed with the Commission to all other 

parties of record. 

2. The AG and Kentucky Industrial Utility Customers, Inc. (“KIUC”) shall file 

with the Commission a Memorandum of Law regarding the lawfulness of the relief 

sought by AEP in this matter no later than 5:00 p.m., Eastern Daylight Time, on 



August 24, 2007, and shall serve by electronic mail a copy of said Memorandum of Law 

on counsel for AEP. 

3. AEP shall file with the Commission a responsive Memorandum of L.aw 

regarding the lawfulness of the relief it seeks in this matter no later than 5:00 p.m. on 

August 29, 2007, and shall serve by electronic mail a copy of said Memorandum of Law 

on the AG and KIUC.
